Garrisons Perish as Minor Forts Are

R O T T ER D A M , Oct. 8.— Every village within a radius of several mile* 
about Antwerp is burning, but it was known positively at noon that the city 
itself was still holding its own. The towns of Contich and Lierrs were prac­ 
tically wiped out during the night by fire caused by German shells.

also became known that the garrisons of Fort Waelhelm and Woevre perished 
when the forts were blown to pieces by the German siege guns. The villages 
of Hove, Horssel and Vieux Dieu also suffered frightfully. Many of the houses 
were leveled, and the inhabitants fled. 
Many pathetic scenes were enacted 
along the roads leading to the Dutch 
frontier which were filled with dis­ 
consolate refugees. 
Dutch resources 
are being overtaxed by the arriving 
refugees. 
Appeals for ald are being 
sent everywhere. 
It was stated that 
many people must starve unless food 
is quickly found. 
Gigantic German siege

Germans have been victorious in eew- 
eral aerial encounters with the Bel­ 
gians. Half of the population has fled.
